Pro Leagues 
Praised for 
Draft Action

NEW 
YORK (AP) - The 


American and National football 
leagues received a pat on the 
back 
today after doing away 


with the redshlrl draft which 
had left a number of rednecked 
college football coaches, 


College conference cotnmis- 


sioners throughout the country 
praised Wednesday's announce- 
ment that the first combined 
player draft will be held next 
week and prohibits selection of 
athletes redshlrted by colleges, 


"This Is not anything we spe- 


cifically asked for," said Com- 
missioner Bill Reed of the Big 
Ten and former chairman of the 
Professional Relations Commit- 
tee of the NCAA, "but it is evi- 
dence of the cooperation we 
were led to believe we could 
expect from pro football." 


Dr. Paul Brechler, commis- 


sioner of the Western Athletic 
Conference, also expressed sat- 
isfaction at the arrangement. 


"It will help college football," 


he said, "and whatever helps 
college football can't help but be 
good for pro football, as well. I 
felt that this was coming and it 
should help solve quite a few 
problems for universities and 
university athletes." 


Howard 
Grubbs,

secretary of the Southwest Con- 
ference, and A.M. CTonto) Cole- 
man, 
commissioner 
of 
the 


Southeastern Conference, joined 
in the praise and Coleman ex- 
plained why. 


"Not only student athletes but 


students are taking more than 
four years to graduate," he 
said, "and I think it will be bet- 
ter for everybody concerned if 
they are 
permitted to finish 


their 
college careers without 


having to be concerned with 
problems that would result In 
their being drafted. 


"Then, too, I think the pros 


will have a better evaluating of 
the athlete's ability and at the 
same time the athlete can bet- 
ter plan his future." 


The previous plan allowed the 


pro leagues to draft redshits — 
the NFL in the regular draft 
and the AFL In a special draft 
— and it left college coaches 
angry over losing players who 
still had a year of eligibility re- 
maining. 


A redshirt is a player who sat 


out a year of football college 
and retained that year of eligi- 
bility after his class has gradu- 
ated.

can be drafted until five seasons 
of football had elapsed since his 
first entered a recognized col- 
lege.

To the congressmen who ex- 


cluded him from the House seat 
he had held for 22 years, and to 
many other Americans as well, 
Powell rode congressional privi- 
lege to excess, then had the ar- 
rogance to act as if he had done 
nothing wrong. 


To many whites, watching a 


group of Negroes brave cold 
rain to voice support for a man 
relaxing in the warm comforts 
of Bimini island, it must have 
seemed that the people of Har- 
lem were being exploited by a 
man who laughed at convention- 
al morality. 


But to the crowd that roared 


its approval time after time In 
the packed confines of Abyssini- 
an Baptist Church Sunday only 
one thing was clear, outsiders 
were trying to run their affairs. 


"That's not the point, man," 


one young Negro said when U 
was noted that in the heat of an 
argument 
he 
had 
criticized 


Powell's conduct, "We can't let 
them tell us what we should 
do." 


His answer rang with the kind 


of pride that the more militant 
leaders, including Stokley Car- 
michael and Floyd McKissick, 
say Negroes need to develop, 


Rep. Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., 


who chaired the special House 
committee 
that 
recommended 


seating Powell with censure and 
loss of pay and seniority, has 
said Powell's lack of humility 
seuled his fate, 


But to many of the nation's 22 


million Negroes, humility In the 
face of white attack takes on 
unsavory overtones. They are 
constantly reminded by McKls* 
sick and others of the kind of 
crawling their grandfathers an,d 
great-grandfathers had to do in 
the days of slavery, when "up» 
pity" Negroes were likely to be 
lynched. 


This distrust of white Inten* 


tions, plus a firm conviction 
that Powell, whatever his short* 
comings, is the victim of a duu* 
ble standard of morality, ran 
throughout 
the speeches that 


drew the loudest ralley. 


It appears futile for whites to 


argue that Powell Is more dedl* 
cated to his own success than 
the well being of Harlem, Some 
Negroes do say so to each other, 
and they might desert Powell

Few Bel/eve 
Meredith 
Has Chants

NEW YORK (AP) - It was 


one of those tiny, low-profit 
snack bars that abound oh Har* 
lem's Seventh Avenue. James 
H, Meredith was welcomed into 
the neighborhood last summer, 
when he set up a bustling voter* 
registration headquarters two 
blocks away. 


But now the waitress behind 


the counter shook her head sad- 


"He don't make sense to me," 


she said. "I think he's a nice 
man, 
but he shouldn't have got« 


ten into this. He's gonna get 
heat awful bad. He's gonna be 
ruined in Harlem." 


The middle-aged, work-worn 


woman was speaking about the 
man who has decided to chal- 
lenge Democrat Adam Clayton 
Powell, who was excluded from 
the House last week. 


Meredith, 33, who rails him- 


self an independent Democrat, 
said he would be willing to run 
as the Republican candidate for 
.Powell's seat in a special elec- 
tion scheduled for April 11. It 
remains to be seen how he will 
do once he begins campaigning. 


But since members of the Re- 


publican 
executive 
committee 


from the 18th District 
recom- 


mended him two days ago, not a 
single Harlem community lead- 
er, 
Republican 
or 
Democrat, 


has come forward to support 
him. 


Most had long ago announced 


their 
support of Powell, and 


some had urged that all parties 
support him, as the Republicans 
did in 1958. 


The one prominent Negro Re- 


publican 
who has spoken up, 


former 
baseball 
star Jackie 


Robinson, now an aide to Re- 
publican Gov. Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller, called Meredith a "tool," 
and criticized his own party for 
making use of him. 


A 26-block walk through cen- 


tral Harlem today produced no 
one on the streets, in bars or 
barber shops, liquor stores or 
restaurants, who had a good 
word 
for Meredith's chances, 


and only a few who said they 
had heard favorable comment. 


"I think he's being used," was 


a common remark. 


Robinson said Powell's cam- 


paign was not a political issue, 
but a racial one, and that "no 
self-respecting 
Negro 
should 


have involved himself in this 
thing." 


He predicted a hostile reac- 


tion to Meredith, and said he 
believes Powell should be re- 
turned with an "overwhelming" 
vote because "it's an emotional, 
racial issue, based on what we 
charge was a conspiracy in the 
House 
to get 
Adam 
Clayton 


Powell." 


The hostility filtered even into 


top Harlem Republican circles, 
where one of the men on the 
committee that chose Meredith 
said privately he was not en- 
thusiastic about the candidate's 
chances.

Vernal Catarrh Chronic 
But Not Contagious

Q—Our son, 14, has vernal 


catarrh. What is the cause? 
Can it be cured? 


A—Vernal catarrh is a type 


of chronic conjunctivitis that 
tends to improve or disappear 
during the cold weather and 
to return every spring or sum- 
mer. 
It usually affects both 


eyes. The cause is unknown 
but it is not contagious. It is 
most common in boys who are 
under 20, and after several 
years it c l e a r s up without 
causing any damage to the 
eyes. Eye drops and yellow 
oxide of mercury ointment 
help to relieve the weeping 
and itching. 


Q—Every now and then 1 


see a flash like lightning out 
of the corner of my left eye. 
Is this just my imagination? 


A—Lightning streaks origi- 


nating within the eye are 
quite c o m m o n . They are

usually located far to one side 
and occur in dimly lighted or 
dark places. They are caused 
by the involuntary pull of 
muscles on your eyeball. An 
examination by your eye doc- 
tor should be made. If he can 
rule out any retinal disease, 
you have no reason to worry 
about these flashes. 


Q—My doctor says I have 


blastomycosis. How is it trans- 
mitted? Is there any cure for 
it? 


A—This relatively uncom- 


mon fungus disease often goes 
unrecognized because it simu- 
lates other diseases such as 
pneumonia, tuberculosis and 
cancer of the lung. It may 
affect the skin or the internal 
organs but most commonly in- 
volves the lungs. It often be- 
gins with fever and respira- 
tory 
symptoms similar to 


those of influenza but, un- 
like influenza, it is likely to 
be chronic. The skin lesions 
ulcerate 
and 
spread very 


slowly. 


The chief source of infec- 


tion is inhaled dust from con- 
taminated soil. The disease is 
not transmitted directly from 
animals to human beings or 
from man to man. The anti- 
biotic, amphotericin B, given 
by injection into a vein is 
the drug of choice. Treat- 
ment should be given in a 
hospital. 
A n o t h e r drug, 


hydroxystilbamidine, is pre- 
ferred by some doctors be- 
cause it is better tolerated. 
Persons with advanced blast- 
omycosis may have to have 
infected parts removed surgi- 
cally

Experts are beginning to 


see that a chain of heritage 
may be present in these sensi- 
tivities. 


"By definition, allergy is 


simply a sensitivity to things 
which are harmless in them- 


selves," says the new hand- 
book, "Allergy," just pub- 
lished by the Allergy Founda- 
tion of America, "That is, 
things harmless to most hu- 
man beings but not to an al- 
lergic person," 


There seem to be some 


vague over-all patterns. 


It would appear that indi- 


viduals are seldom born with 
allergies. At worse, they are 
born with susceptibility to al- 
lergic disease. Years of re- 


search has uncovered many 
cases of grandparent-grand- 


son, 
parent-child or uncle- 


nephew bridges. Oddly, the 
generations need not, neces- 
sarily, react to the same 
agent. Only the tendency to 
sensitivity seems constant. 


Furthermore, a relationship 


between some of the allergic 
"bombs" seems to be estab- 
lished. 


Those violently affected by 


poison ivy may also have trou- 
ble from touch contact with 
the 
plants of tumbleweed, 


daisies, tulips, pine, celery, 
potatoes and oranges, all of 
which have a resin that is 
dissolved by the skin oils. 


A common protein of in- 


sects belonging to one family 
(Hymenoptera) 
affect 
those 


endangered by insect bites. If 
allergic to bees, the individual 
must also avoid hornets, yel- 
low jackets, wasps and fire 
ants. 


Food is linked in tricky 


ways. If peanuts touch off re- 
actions, walnuts or cashews 
might be utterly 
harmless 


though there is danger in 
peas, lima beans, soybeans 
and other related legumes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Liber- 


al justices dominate this Su- 
preme Court and even if some 
of them retire in the next few 
years, so long as 
Lyndon B. 


Johnson remains President the 
court probably will remain lib- 
eral. 


With his far-reaching liberal 


programs, some involving wel- 
fare 
in many ways, Johnson 


seems unlikely to jeopardize 
them by appointing conserva- 
tives to the high bench. 


Justice Tom C. Clark said this 


week he would step down by the 
end of June. At age 67 he is very 
close to the average retirement 
age of justices — 67 
12 years — 


down through American history. 


But there are four other jus- 


tices 67 or older: Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, 75; and Justices 
Hugo Black, 81; William 0. 
Douglas, 68; and John Marshall 
Harlan, 67. 


If Warren, Black and Douglas 


were guided by the average re- 
tirement age, they'd be gone 
now. Their average age is 74. 
But there have been some nota- 
ble exceptions to the average.

Emergency Light 


Have more than one flash- 


light for portable light sup- 


A fisherman may al- 
ready have a gasoline or pro- 
pane lantern. For the person 
who otherwise has oo need for 
a lantern, the kerosene lan- 
tern is cheap aftd dependable. 
A lantern will provide enough 
illumination for a room. 


Once vou can find your way 


around, disconnect major ap- 
pliances that run contiauously 
—refrigerators, blowers, air 
conditioners, pump motors. 
Make certain that other heavy 
electricity u s e t $—television 
sets, hi-fi units, etc.—are not 
turned on and likely to start 
operating when power is re 
stored.
